Dodging the Censor. 

Lord Northcliffe is a great stickler 
ifor the truth of the journalist as dis- 
i\tinguished from that of the censor, 
land the Americans seem to be of the 
jsame opinion. They have nothing—or 
Dext#tO nothing—to conceal from the 
(Germans, they say, and the sdoner the 
‘Huns realise—which they certainly 
‘hitherto have not done—what they are 
up against with four million Yankee 
‘saldiers on the top of them, the better 
it will be (think the Americans) for 
a speedier finish of the war. ean- 
while Lord Northcliffe himself has 
begun to set’ an example of ‘this 
outspokenness—not as yet by dis- 
‘closing facts, but by “ estimating ” 
lthem, so as thus to dodge the censor, 
= We are being rapidly deprived of 
freedom of speech in this country,” he 


lsaid at a recent lunch to oversea edi-|iy 


tors—all of them more than “able” 
in Carlyle’s sense of the term, “ but I 
think we are still allowed to estimate 
—like the cat which claimed the privi- 
lege of looking, or rather “glowcring,” 
at a king. : 


Statement and Estimate. 


Well, then, in the exercise of this 
censor-free privilege of “ estimating,” 
as distinguished from stating, Lord 
Northcliffe calculates that, since the 
n, we have lost 900,000 killed, 
and that Jast year’s casualties alone 
of all kinds amounted to 800,000: At 
the same time the French favoured us 
—not with a corresponding “ statę- 
ment” of their own losses, but with 
an “estimate” of those of the Ger- 
mans up tathe end of last July, whic 
each the impressive figure of 6,000,000, 
including 1,400,000 killed up to the be- 
inning of' their offensive in March. 
etween March 27 and June 17, says 
the same French estimate, the Ger- 
man armiés lost 120,000 in killed alone. 
It is not to bė denied that the French 
hitherto have always shown them- 
selves to be first-rate calculators, for 
the Intelligence Department of their 
General Staff-is unsurpassed. All cur 
own officers at the front freely admit 
with a mixture ef admiration and 
envy, that the French staff work could 
not be better—being miles ahead even 
of the Huns in this respect—a fact 


which went far to account for the vic- 


torious effect of- their late counter- 
6ffensives. But Lord Northcliffe 
stopped short with his estimate of our 
fotal in killed since the beginning of 
the war—900,000, which is an appal- 
ling enough figure. But if that was 
the number of our dead alone, what 
must have been the list of our other 
casualties? Little short of 3,500,000, 
seeing that the ratio of wounded to 
killed in almost all wars is between 8 
and 4 to t—as in the case, for example, 
of our Boer campaign; while, if pri- 
| soners be added, you get an aggregate 
lof more than. 4,600,000 casualties; 
though I’m sadly afraid that these 
colossal figures “‘ won’t wash.” 


Occupation of Paris. 


But Lord Northcliffe was not content 
with his estimate of our total list to 
Idate of 900,000 killed ; for he also wound 
up his Press-luncheon speech in what 
he. called “dear old Printing House 
Square” with tho enunciation of a 
war policy and a programme. After 
detailing the terms of peace which 
the Germans at Versailles exacted 
from their utterly ‘broken and help- 
less adversaries, his lordshjp referred 
to the “ additional haggling after the 
agreement was made that 30,000 Ger- 
man troops should spend three days 
in Paris.” But this was understat- 
ing the case. For the stipulation was 
that this body of tr should re- 
main in oécupation of Paris until the 
Peace Preliminaries concluded at 
Versailles should be ratified by. the 
newly-slected Assembly at Bordeaux
